REALLY NO TARIFF ISSUE. 


M 


R. BAH UNli in his letter from Washington 
says there is no tariff issue, except as involved 


ift the reciprocity policy tat advocated by President 
McKlnley just before his death. 
In this Mr. Bar- 


tine is manifestly correct. The increased expenses 
of the government have tbliterated the line be- 
tween the Democratic and Republican parties npon 
that question. The Democnts favor the doctrine 
that tariff shouJJFbe levied only to the amount for 
revenue, sufficient' <<j meet the financial require- 
ments of the government. The Republicans believe 
that tariff should be levied for protection of Ameri- 
can industries regardless of government necessities 
or requirements. But when the requirements in- 
crease, as they have, up to and beyond all reason- 
able ' protection" limits, both parties can consistent- 


. Ijr Maud on the same ground and without abroga- 


tion of principle upon the part of cither.. There- 
fore at this time there can be no issue as to the 
amount to be raised by tariff duty upon importa- 
tions. The only question is concerning the articles 
to be taxed and the distribution of the aggregate, in 
the form oJ "protection." where it is most needed 
and where it will best promote the interest of do- 
mestic production an<£ American trade and com- 
merce; and also in such a manner as to equalize, as 
far as possible the burden of taxation among the 
consu.nerb of the country. Such being the condi- 
tion. Mr Bartine was. correct in his declaration that 
there is no tariff issue. There can be none under 
an intelligent and honest interpretation of the prin- 
ciple* and platforms of the two great national par- 
ti'--*. The increased expenses of the government 
tm-ecained the Democratic doctrine within the 
protection lines, and the protection policy can be 
successfully exploited without an infringment upon 
any article of Democratic faith or creed. There is 
no cause- lor wrangling between Democrats and Re- 
publican* wlio are sincere in their professions of 
fidelity to the enunciated principles of their re- 
spective parties. In short it is only a question no\v 
between such legitimate protection, as honest Re- 
publicans advocate, and the subsidizing of trusts, 
which H in opposition to the pi a i form declarations 
of both political parties.

to sentenced criminals granted by Governor 


Shaw daring his two year.-.' term as Govenor 
of Iowa, just closing, is startling in itself. The 
•amber, 473. is an average of more than one 
for ererjt other day of bis term, .soruethiug more 
thanfnir f->r ecr'i week that he served as the 
State's chief executive. That Mich is the numeri- 
cal champ-oKdiip »il5 .not tie-contested; were it not, 
or were it possible to duplicate such a record it 
would be time to put the courts in tfleir criminal 
'•risdictioa out of commiswon. It is not conceiv- 
able that any possible conditions could exist which 
would warrant such action, with reference to the 
offences, but wh*a* statement in summary form of 
the ofcnces that brought those people into penal 
imprisonment, the situation becomes even more 
startliaf. This ia a list of the leading offenses for 
which convicted offenders were released by Gover- 
nor Sbaw'a executive order: Twenty-two murder- 
«a; 58 for offenses against women; ao for fraud; 14 
at OMMtaofater; i8 for forgery; 5 for perjury; 4

In that respect the 
pardoning power is as well guarded in Nevada as 
probably in any State in the Union. It requires a 
a majority of the board of five, composed of the 
Governor, the three Supreme Judges and the Attor- 
ney-General. Of this majority, however, the Gov- 
ernor must constitute one. This system has work- 
ed well in this State, and the ptfwer has generally 
been exercised with discretion, and in the interest 
of justice tempered with mercy. It is not unlikely 
that the development of its abuse at the hands of 
Governor Shaw, will result in greater restrictions 
in other States, and that the Nevada system, or 
something similar, will be adopted in the place of 
the present one man power, in many of the States 
where it at present prevails.
